CSUS president, Dr. James 
Bond, addressed the Faculty 
Senate Wednesday promoting 
the sole item on the Senate's 
agenda the creation of a 
committee to study university 
governance. However, a motion 
proposed by Patrick McGillivray, 
professor of Sociology, was 
adopted by the members which 
sent the governance idea back to 
the Senate's executive 
ommittee for further study 
McGillivray and other faculty 
members objected to the 
proposal for two basic reasons 
One, they feit that the Faculty 
Senate “is merely an advisory 
body...we do not make decisions 
per se...only recommendations 
which are subsequently acted 
upon.” Two, McGillivray cited 
that in the past, similar 
governance studies had been 
undertaken, but with little 
success 
President Bond, the major 
proponent of the issue at large, 
indicated he was concerned 
about the structure in the 
university and pointed out that 
the present mechanisms should 
be examined to see if they were 
operating properly, or if they 
needed to be modified 
“These mechanisms seem to 
provide for opportunities for 
interaction. Those opportunities 
are apparently not being 
met...there are a number of 
issues the students are obviously 
concerned about where they are 
not making their needs known, 
they are not interacting on issues 
that are of clear significance to 
them.” 

The CSUS president 
occasionally interjected with 
corrections of what he 
considered misapplied labels, 
and misconceptions about him: 

‘I've been accused by a 
number of individuals of 
wanting to destroy the Faculty 
Senate. Nothing could be further 
from the truth.,.although I have 
been accused of being power 
hungry, I don’t have time to be 
power hungry...[ have not had 
much in the way of faculty 
feedback except what I've 
gotten in the last few days in the 
media, and I know the media 
well enough to know that does 
nothing but to cenfuse the 
issue.” 

Dr. Bond attributed the current 
problem of governance to the 
fact that the institution is very 
complex The presence of 
competing value systems 
operating with very little 
consensus does much to detract 
trom communication IMong 
students faculty, and 


sdministration 


What the president hopes to see 


with the governance system 1s “a 


managing system, a way of 
relating to one another that 
reflects a healthy division of 
labor, healthy respect for what 
we can all contribute.” 

Dr. Bond, apologizing for not 
meeting with the Senate until 
this late date, also warned the 
faculty representatives of actions 
the California legislature may 
take in the future 

At our last Council of

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Wallace Challenge in Alabama 


Black Belt. Politics Hits South

Back in 1965 there was a 
county in Alabama that did not 
have one registered Black voter 
Five years later, in 1970, that 
county elected a black man to 
the position of county sheriff 


Tuesday afternoon, Bill 
Edwards, the executive 
Secretary of the National 
Democratic Party of Alabama 


(NDPA) told how his group 
working since 1967, has been 
instrumental in bringing about 
that change in political power 
In Alabama, 50% of the blacks 
live in the region known as the 
Black Belt (it gets its name from 
the color of the soil). Of the 
state’s 67 counties, 16 have a 
numerial Black majority (over 
50%) 

With the Voting Rights Act of 
1965, people realized that these 
areas could be taken over 
politically by the Blacks. In 
1966 the Blacks organized to 
challenge the white politicians in 
Lowndes county, but their 
challenge was unsuccessful. 
These Blacks realized that they 
needed a better organization 
Operating at the state level. 


al 


THE MUSICA MUNDANA 


The second reason given for 
forming the NDPA was that the 
Alabama Democratic Party was 
not in line with the policy of the 
National Democratic Party 
(“John Kennedy was not too 
popular in Alabama.) 

NDPA’s aim was to take over 
the Biack Belt and to build a 
party that would represent the 
national party policy. Since the 
whites of the state would not 
vote for the liberal Democrats 
this organization had to be built 
on a black power base 

And this struggle has not been 
easy. Governmental officials in 
Alabama did everything to stop 
NDPA almost since its inception 
and they were nearly successful 
This battle was taken all the 
way to the U.S. Supreme Court 
where the court ordered the 
names of NDPA’s candidates to 
be placed on the 1968 ballot. Of 
the 69 NDPA candidates that 
ran, 17 were elected 
Edwards cited an incident that 
shows the feelings of the whites 
towards the NDPA 
The County Judge of Greene 
County, whose job it is to

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Each Navajo Blanket Has Statement to Express...

Blanket weaving not an ari? 
Anthropologists thought that it 
wasn’t art because it wasn't 
meant to hang in art galleries 

Antony Berlant, a_ widely 
known authority on Navajo 
blankets who spoke here last 
Tuesday, disagrees. There is a 
““variety of expressionism in 
each blanket, each one is 
different, each one has a 
statement to express. 

Hence, each work of art is as 
different as every individual on 
earth. The blanket, which was 
worn, was originally made for a 
specific body to present a 
personal image 

The blankets were woven by 
women with no _ preliminary 
designs, before the period of 
white contact, dating as far back 
as 1850. The final products were 
created from a “spider weaving” 
process with an “anything can 
happen” attitude, which was 
more pointedly jjjustrated in 
certain blankets shown to the 
audience in a series of slides 

The designs evolved gradually, 
as weaving never became a job 
the women would only weave a 


few hours a day 

Some of the most delicately 
made blankets were woven for 
children. Each was made with 
great pride 

‘‘It’s like your own native 
language,” Berlant stated. “Each 
one was a union with yourself 
and the world.” 

If the child outgrew the 
blanket, it was traded. But if the 
blanket was worn out it wasn’t 
repaired. Instead, it was 
unraveled and a new one was 
made 

Because the blankets were 
worn on the body, there are no 
borders on them. A_ blending 
effect with the person and the 
universe was intended 

The colorful aniline dyes in the 
1880's created a new spectrum 
and a radiating energy of the 
Germantown “Eye Dazzlers.” 
The background and foreground 
of each blanket “reflects their 
entire outlook on life.” 

Every mark has a meaning and 
every stripe contains a purpose 
Irregularities were conscious 
moves, and proved to be another 
illustration of the “anything can 
happen” attitude that was so 
familiar to the Navajo 

With the coming of the 
railroads in 1880, a tremendous 
change occurred. Trade goods 
could now be transported into 
the country, also making the 
aniline dyes more readily 
available. Blankets could now be 
woven without the women 
having to process the wool 
themselves. There was no 
preparation needed to use the 


new yarns, and they were 
available in all colors, enabling 
them to create more complex 
designs 

The late 1880's showed a 
change from horizontal to 
vertical stripes. These blankets 
have irregular, scalloped edges, 
not noticeable in the previous 
blankets ‘ 

Ail sorts of illusions start to 
occur when viewing the 
blankets. A ‘‘delicate” or 
‘“‘crushing’’ image can be 
projected. There is a direct 
communication going on from 
the artist to the viewer which 
creates a mysterious aura. 
Always present is the 
‘*transcendental idea’ of 
constant change and flow. 

As the blankets became more 
commercialized (no longer 
spider woven, but made by 
machines) they evolved into rugs 
to be used by cowboys.
